Timp  Cave 
A ‘Must’  for 
Vacationers

(Editor’s  note:  This  is  the 
first  of  a series  of  Tips  on 
Trips  that  can  be  taken  in 
Provo  and  surrounding  area 
during  the  summer  months.) 


TOO  MANY  “BOOKS  spoil 
your  broth?  If  so,  and  if  you 
could  find  three  hours  of  time, 
a pleasant  trip  would  be  possi- 
ble. 

Just  20  miles  northeast  of  Pro- 
vo is  located  the  Timpanogos 
Cave  National  Monument.  Here 
nature  has  covered  a cave  with 
lavish  crystals  which  glow  and 
sparkle'  like  jewels.  Feathery 
boas,  braided  wreaths  and  needle 
like  stalactites  are  among  the 
smaller  feature  features  which 
culminate  in  fantastic  formations 
named  “The  Jewel  Box,  Choco- 
late Falls,  and  the  Great  Heart 
of  Timpanogos.” 

THE  CAVE  itself  was  named 
after  the  mountain  it  dwells  in, 
Timpanogos.  This  12,000  foot 
mountain  was  believed  to  be 
named  Timpanogos  by  the  Pai- 
ute  Indians.  It  means  “Woman 
Lying  Down.”  This  name  came 
from  the  rugged  skyline  which 
resembles  a woman  who  is  ly- 
ing down. 

To  get  to  the  cave  follow  the 
main  highway  to  Pleasant  Grove 
and  turn  off  there.  Follow  the 
road  through  Pleasant  Grove  to 
the  American  Fork  Canyon  road 
and  drive  up  the  canyon  to  the 
sign  of  “Timpanogos  Cave.” 

ADEQUATE  PARKING  is  av 
ailable  and  the  average  tempera- 
ture is  42  degrees.  That  would  be 
cool  on  these  hot  summer  days.

“THIS  HIKE  HAS  an  impor- 
tant purpose.  It  gives  people  an 
opportunity  to  look  over  this 
great  valley  from  a high  pin- 
nacle. It  widens  the  perspective 
and  creates  a top-flight  recrea- 
tional experience,”  he  told  the 
planning  meet  Tuesday. 

The  pre-hike  program,  to  be 
climaxed  with  a giant  bonfire, 
will  get  underway  at  Aspen 
Grove  July  17  at  8 p.m. 

Aspen  Grove  is  reached  from 
Highway  189  (Provo  Canyon) 
which  enters  the  Alpine  Road  at 
Wildwood. 

THE  OFFICIAL  TREK  up  Mt. 

Timpanogos  will  begin  Saturday 
July  18,  at  4 a.m. 

Last  year,  more  than  2,000 
hikers  reached  the  summit  and 
received  traditional  summit 
badges. 

Increased  facilities  to  insure 
safety  of  hikers  are  being 
brought  into  play  this  year.  A 
fully  staffed  battery  of  walkie 
talkie  radios  will  establish  con- 
tact from  Aspen  Grove  up  the 
trail  to  the  summit. 

A HUGE  COIL  of  1-inch  rope 
will  be  taken  up  the  mountain 
prior  to  the  hike.  It  will  be  an- 
chored to  a metal  pole  in  the  gla- 
cier area  to  assist  hikers  over 
some  of  the  steeper  rises. 

The  community  hike  is  spon- 
sored annually  by  Brigham 
Young  University  in  cooperation 
with  Provo  civic  clubs,  U.  S. 
Forest  Service,  Provo  Chamber 
of  Commerce  and  law  enforce- 
ment agencies.
